This Petition is being filed in response to the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional 
Application ("Notice") dated April 2, 2004, a copy of which is enclosed. It was asserted in this 
Notice that the above-captioned Application is incomplete because (1) the Application was filed 
without drawings and (2) the Application was filed without an oath or declaration. 

The Applicants respectfully submit that the present Application is entitled to the filing 
date upon which the Application was originally filed (i.e., December 22, 2003) because on that 
date, the Application included all of the elements required by 37 CFR 1.53(b).
